to the Wainwright Gas 
Company against the interests of 
the taxpayers of the Town. These 
self-appointed guardians of the 
Town’s interests, you will note, do 
not come forward with any con- 
structive or helpful suggestions; 
evidently the sole issue is to prevent 
the Town, at all costs, from acquiy- 
ing its Gas Utility. 

In conclusion I will . state that 
contrary to the statement in the 
pamphlet to the effect that an ex- 
tension. has been granted to the 
Wainwright Gas Company by Judge 
Carpenter to February 15th, inferr- 
ing that the supply may be stopped 
on that date, Mr. Smith, Director 
of Maple Leaf Oils, stated on the 
stand under oath at the hearing be- 
fore Judge Carpenter, that the Com- 
pany was very willing, and in fact 
agreed, to supply gas for the use of 
the Town of Wainwright as re- 
quired, and furthermore the Judge 
stated that under no circumstance 
would he allow the supply to be dis- 
continued or cut off from the Town 
pending settlement of the present 
uncertainty. 

This report is longer than I in- 
tended it to be and I beg to thank 
you for your patience and for giv- 
ing me your attention.

SHIPWRECK LED 
TO THE DISCOVERY 
OF SMUT CONTROL 
How often better ways may be 
discovered by \fortuity, says B. Leslie 
Emslie, who describes how acciden‘ 


controlling smut and bunt of grain 
by treatment of the seed. 

The evolution of the safety match 
from the kind that strikes any- 
where ‘was due to the accidental 
omission of an essential ingredient of 
the chemical solution. The matches 
of this batch could not be induced to 
tgnite, whether by scratching on a 
brick wall or on tie seat of the 
pants. The déeSponden: factory chem- 
ist, contemplating ruir, was rubbing 
aimlessly the head of -one of the 
dud matches against a drying smear 
of the substance which had been left 
out, when, presto! the match lit! 
Thus by accident was ‘born the safe- 
ty match which strikes only on the 
box. 

To a marine disaster we owe the 
discovery of seed treatment for the 
control of smut. Toward the end of 
the seventeenth century a wheat- 
laden gailing vessel wag wrecked on 
the coast near Bristol, Eny.a J. 
Farmers of the vicinity salvaged 
some of the grain which, being found 
unsuitable for grinding into flour, 
was used as seed. One observant far- 
mer noted that the wheat grown! 
from the brine-soaked salvaged seed 


led to the discovery of meams for

brine continued to be practised wide- 
ly for nearly a century following 
the shipwreck, near Bristol, and 
then a chemist discovered the 
greater efficacy of blue vitriol for 
the punpose. But it was not until 
1912 that European scientists, 
searching for new chemicals where- 
with to combat diseases of humans, 
discovered that certain organic mer- 
cury compounds are highly taxic to 
bacteria and germ = spores and yet 
comparatively hanmless to body tis- 
sues. This was what investigaiors of 
seed treating had been waiting for, 
and thus science again came to the 
aid of the farmer by furnishing him 
with an inexpensive, sure means of 
controlling seeddborne diseases and 
root rots of crops. And, speaking of 
inventions, there is now available an 
ingeniously simple automatic seed 
treater designed for use with org- 
anic mercury dust by an official ot 
the Dominion Experimental Station, 
Swift Current, Sask. This machine 
is capable of treating from 80 to 100 
bushels of seed grain per hour and 
is already in great demand from east 
to west.

But they have another major 
function, the economic value of 
which is not generally recognized;

Birds are usually regarded 
as “nice to have around, with their 
cheery songs and enteriaining man- 
nerisms;” but they are also. the 
world’s most efficient insect eradi- 
catons. Thus, they help to combat

has been established, shrubs are not 
hard to grow. Then come perennial 
and annual flowers, to aad more 
colour and bush fruits, of real eco- 
nomic value; and for anyone who 
has a good windbreak and favour- 
able conditions, fruit trees of cer- 
tain hardy varieties may pe suc- 
cessfully grown.

AIR PILOT’S 
RESPONSIBILITY 


The recent succession of fatal air- 
plane accidents in which the pilots 
of commercial planes were taking 
Lneir ‘direction guidance from Gov- 
ernment radio beams, brings up the 
question how far air navigation can 
safely be controlled ‘by orders and 
rules which, if they do not actually 
deprive the pilot of authority, at 
least give him an “out” if anything 
happens when he is flying by rule. 

lf there is one position in which 
the highest degree of technical skill 
should be coupled with the fullest 
personal responsibility, it would seem 
to be that of the commanding offfi- 
cer of a passenger airplane. Upon 
his individual ability to think clearly 
and act quickly in emergencies de- 
pend the lives of his passengers. He 
ghould not be required to take orders 


;from the ground, yet the tendency is 


Increasing to deprive air pilots of 
authority to use their own judgment, 
and compel them to follow rules and 
orders which may or may not be 
appropriate at the moment.

BETTER PROSPECTS 
SEEM TO LIE AHEAD 


Amidst. the depressing influences 
of hardship and insecurity ‘there 
arises a new hope for the season to 
come. A positive world shortage of 
wheat has transformed the outlook 
for the producers. Within the last 
few years, the problem of world 
surpluses has reversed itself into tne 
problem of a world shortage. A 
bumper crop during the coming sea- 
son, at prospective prices, would go 
a long way towards rehabilitating 
the prairies.

As the Committee suggested, 
these should be men whose job would 
be to keep in touch with every ad- 
ministrative department and make 
recommendations to the President 
‘on administrative methods and per- 
sonnel... . 

The Président’s Plan 

The plan calls ‘for the addition of 
‘two Cabinet departments, Social 
| welfare and Public Works, and 
changing the name of the Depart- 
ment of the Interior to Department 
of Conservation. The hundred or 
more independent agencies, admini- 
| strations, authorities, boards and 
commissions would be distributed 
among the twelve major departments, 

An important. part of the Presi- 
dent's plan is to abolish the present 
| Civil Service Commission and in- 
stead provide a single personne] of- 
ficer or Civil Service Administrator 
with an unpaid advisory board of 
six public-spirited citizens, to as- 
sist in placing every Government 
position not concerned with the 
shaping of policies in the irremove- 
able classified service. 

The  President’s reorganization 
Plan ran head-on into Congress’ own 
ideas about reorganization, as soon 
as it was submitted. Senator Harry

committee which has had its own 
experts at werk for nearly a year, 
and which has different ideas ‘as to 
what needs ‘td be done. 

Congress Doubtful 

The boys. on Capitol Hill, much as 
they would like to go. along with 
the President, don’t like a number 
of things about his plan. In the 
first place, they say, it would tend 
to concentrate too much power in 
the Executive, which is not the idea 
of Congress at all. 

Moreover, the President’s plan 
would abolish the position of Comp- 
troller- General, which was created 
by Congress as a check upon Execu- 
tivé spending. And one thing the 
boys on the Hill decidedly disap- 
prove is the idea of sewing up all 
the government jobs so tight that 
a Congressman or a Senator can't 
6ven get a postmaster appointed. 

The President was entirely frank 
in pointing out that his plan- of re- 
Onganization considered efficiency 
first and economy only secondarily. 
Senator Byrd and a few others are 
equally frank in saying that it is 
time to think. about economy. 


‘They will bring forward reorganiza- 


tion plans of their own. 
The Budget Outlook 

In the subject of economy, the 
President's budget message held 
little hope of a reduction in Federal 
expenses for another year. It is not 
likely that Government jncome will 
balance outgo before the fisca: sear 
1939. 

The big items of expense for 
which the President asks Congress 
are: Relief, $1,887,000,006; Army and 
Navy, $981,000,000; Interest on the 
$35,000,000,000 National Debt, $860,- 
000,000; Public Works, $858,000,000; 
Regular Government Expenges, 
$750,000,000; Veterans Administra- 
tion, $577,000,000; Fanm Aid, $468,- 
000,000. 

The $836,000,000 asked for Social 
Security will be largely offset by the 
new payroll taxes. 

It is not expected that any new 
taxes will ‘be needed, unless ithe 
strike situation so disorganizes 
business and checks recovery as to 
shut off expected tax revenue from 
business sources. There is little like- 
lihood of reduction in other rax. 

The largest source of Bederal 
revenue is income tax, the conporate 
and personal, rising steadily as ‘pros- 
perity returns. It is estimated at 
$3,365,000000 for next fiscal year. 
Next langest is liquor and beer tax, 
rising as people are drinking more 
and calculated to yield $644,000,000 
in nexit year. 

Tobacco and cigarettes tax come 
next as a source of income. People 
are smoking more and will pay 
$569,000,000 taxes on their smokes. 
Custom duties are rising as we im- 
port more goods from, abroad, are 
counted on for, $463,000,000; manu- 
facturers' excise taxes are looked to 
for $448,000,000; while estate taxes 
are set down as probably yielding 
§474,000,000, though that ig neces- 
sarily guesswork.
